In Shanghai. Tien Tsln, Cantonand 
elsewhere In Mongolia thero are 
what aro known as foreign settle- 
ments, wherein Ihe consulate* nre lo- 
cated ami the ground titles In many 
cases rest In the heads of foreign 
government* or In citizens of foreign 
countries. These settlements have al- 
ways been obnoxious to Ihe Chinese, 
and they have determined to prevent 
ihe extension or the legation hold- 
ings.

consulates, while the Chinese govern- 
ment Is willing that these great trade 
agencies should be established, they 
wish to permit it only on condition 
that Ihe necessary land for the for- 
eign occupants or the towns shall re- 
main In the ownership of the Chinese 
government, and that rorelgncrc be 
permitted lo live thereon only under 
30-yggr leases. 

Tho Chinese government has al- 
ready Inaugurated tiiis new policy of 
foreign exclusion lu tho important 
City of Crlnau Fit by prohibiting 
Ihe connection of foreigners with the 
electric lighting and trolley systems 
or In connection with any of the pub- 
lic utilities, and the same principle la 
lielng applied to the construction of 
railroads.

Count Witte Iras really been "let 
. ArtVby the czar. The fact is one to 
be regretted by the world at large 
and one which promises lire results 
to Russia. The czar has truly lost his 
head and the brains as well, for he 
baa been guilty of a foolish act and 
let get away from him the counsel 
of a statesman The strong yet con 
•eryatlve Ideas of the count were 
clear to the world at large and they 
held out to all the promise that Rus- 
■la would be protected alike from 
the bureaucrats and the aoclallstic 
elemcn's But the czar feared the 
Mens and the strength of the man 
•ad the socialists were Incapable of 
appreciating them. So Witte was 
ground between the upper and the 
nether stone and fared the fate of 
the prophet in his own country 
Witte should shake the dust of Rus 
sla from IiIb feet or his fate may be 
the banishment of Tolsti or even the 
disappearance of Father Ga|H>n. 

Speaking of the retirement of 
Count Witte as the Russian premier 
the Nashville Banner aa/a: 

"The czar has never liked Count 
■Witte, and was forced by the stress 
of circumstances to make him prime 
minister. Witte had opposed the war 
■with Japan and foretold Its result 
So when the time came and Russia 
was forced to make poace, Witte was 
logically the man to conduct the ne- 
gotiations. He did so with euch 
consummate ability that his further 
recognition and promotion were nec 
aasary. The .star also found it nec 
ccaary, against his will, to concede 
something to the growing liberal 
sentiment in the empire, but Vie has 
now yielded to the Influence of tlu 
grand duke coterie and has taken a 
Stupid reactionary for his chief ad- 
viser. 

"Count Wine's policy waa lo steer 
the Russia ship ot state Into the safo 
harbor of constitutional monarchy 
He wished to rid It of the archaic au- 
tocracy that had long impeded lu 
progress towards a higher civiliza- 
tion, and he wished to avoid the 
Storm of anarchy and socialism that 
was threatening on the horizon. The 
course he proiwsed was obviously the 
sensible one. the only safe one Rus- 
sia is not advanced to the point 
where It la capable of sustaining a 
democracy such as we have in tks 
United States, and the absolute rule 
of the czar la an anac hronism that 
cannot endure In the twentieth rent 
pry.

THE SITI' ATION IN FRANCE 
The present French republic has 
existed since September 4. 1870 
nearly thirty-six years, the longest 
period that any one form of govern- 
ment has endured in France since the 
overthrow of Ixmis XVI tn 1792. 
The first tumultuous republic sur- 
vived only twelve years, during whic h 
It had three distinct forms, the Con- 
vention, the Dlrectorle and the Con- 
sulate The first empire, comprising 
the most brilliant period In French 
history, lasted ten years only. The 
two reigns of the restored Honae ofj 
Bonrboii covered sixteen yqars The 
Orleanlst dynasty lasted eighteen 
years, the *cc ond republic three years 
and the second empire' eighteen 
years.

Washington. I). C. May I. — The 
statement la authoritatively made 
that the department of Justice will 
Izamedissly begin an Investigation of 
the relations of the so-called oil trust 
and a number of railroads with the 
view of determining whether there 
have been violations of the anti-re- 
hate law. 

The basis for this Investigation 
will be information recently submit- 
ted to the president In a report of 
Commissioner Uarfleld.of the bureau 
of corporations which Is soon to be 
made public. This report, it la learn- 
ed, deals only with the subject of re- 
bates and docs not go Into questions 
of violations of the anti-trust law. 

If It is found that rebates have 
been given by railroads and accepted 
by the so-called oil trust steps will 
be at once taken, It la asserted, to 
bring the matter before grand Juries 
In the localities where the alleged vi- 
olations took place with a view to 
prosecutions In court. 

It Is slated Garfield. In conducting 
his Investigation, traveled extensive- 
ly and visited all the important sec- 
tions covered by the operations of the 
so-called oil trust, from New Eng- 
laud to California, and the south and 
that the evidence obtained Is amply 
sufficient to warrant the department 
of Justice in taking the course decid- 
ed upon.
